The 
policy of Southern ‘Pacific has been to fill official positions 
by promotion from the ranks. There is still the same 
opportunity to get ahead in Southern Pacific service, as 
when Mr. Sproule, Mr. Shoup, Mr, Dyer, Mr, Saunders or 
Mr. McGinnis first became Southern Pacific employes, 
whether the start is made from the position of stenogra- 
pher, trackman, clerk, or mechanic-apprentice. °

IFTY years ago, on September 5, 

1876, locomotive No. 38 went puff- 

ing out of the old Commercial 
Street station in Los Angeles headed 
north on-a history-making errand, 
pulling a- special Southern, Pacific 
train gaily decorated with bunting 
and carrying a happy crowd of resi- 
dents and railroad officers lead by 
Mayor Beudry. , 

At a little station known as Lang, 
about 42 miles from Los Angeles, this 
train was met by another special from 
the north carrying San Francisco resi- 
dents, headed by Mayor A. J. Bryant, 
and railroad officers, including. Leland 
Stanford, president of the Central Pa- 
cifie Railroad, and Chas. Crocker, presi- 
dent: of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Co.: At this point on the newly con- 
structed railroad Chas. Crocker drove 
the: “golden spike’ which gave Los 
Angeles its first rail connection with 
San Francisco. and the. outside world.

“It was a gala event, particularly to 
the railroad veterans, many of whom 
had not seen each other for years.

pressive testimonial of respect to 
their memories. He paused to tell of 
John Lang, who lived at the place 
where the rails were joined in 1876, 
having bought 160 acres there for 
$300, and who had killed a famous 
grizzly bear of the district, which 
weighed 2350 pounds and had a paw 
19% inches across. He reviewed the 
tremendous progress of Los Angeles, 
showed its present state of high pro- 
duction, and predieted that fifty years 
from now there will be many more 
cities larger than San Francisco and 
Los Angeles now are, up and down 
the Pacific Coast. 

Clay Miller, president of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
said the San Franeisco delegation had 
come to bring the spirit of good will, 
cooperation and state unity, and that 
the time has long since passed when

city on the Coast accomplishes. He 
praised Los Angeles as a magic city 
and said:

TRAIN OF COTTONSEED MEAL 
FROM SALT RIVER VALLEY 
‘By SHAFFER 
Clerk, Trafic Office, Phoenix 


The most valuable single shipment 
ever made from Salt River Valley of 
Arizona was handled by Southern Pa- 
cific recently when a train of 46 
ears loaded with cottonseed meal in 
cake form left Phoenix with final 
destination in Europe. 

The meal will be fed dairy cattle 
in England and Holland. It has been 
previously: used in the Salt River Val- 
ley for this purpose and has produced 
excellent results. : 

Since the building of the Roosevelt 
Dam several years ago, 76 miles east 
of Phoenix, making possible the re- 
clamation of thousands of desert land, 
the Salt River Valley became one of 
the leading sections of the country in 
the production of cotton, of which cot- 
tonseed meal has become almost as 
important a by-product as cottonseed 
ol. 

This train, which was the major 
part of a shipment made by the Mu- 
tual Cotton and Oil Company to the 
Pioneer Trading Company of Los 
Angeles, the brokers who arranged 
for delivery in.Europe, in addition to

The part being taken by passenger 
train conductors on railroads through- 
out the country, and particularly on 
the Southern Pacific, in assuming 
their responsibility for providing the 
publie with courteous and accommo- 
dating railroad service, was pointed 
out’ in a recent letter published in 
Railway Age, signed by “A Traveler.” 
The writer stated, in part: 

“A few weeks ago, while en route 
on the Shasta Limited from Portland, 
Ore., to San Francisco, my time was 
limited and, in order to save a day 
and still make my appointment at a 
small town up the river just outside 
of. Port Costa, I consulted with the 
Pullman conductor and the train con- 
ductor. They told me the Shasta 
Limited was due in Port Costa at 10 
o'clock and that there was a north- 
bound train out of there at 9:56 which 
I might be able to catch as they would 
signal the train crew in an effort to 
have them wait and take me aboard. 
As we stood on the front of the ferry 
boat we could see the 9:56 just pulling 
out but they stopped on signal from 
the Shasta Limited conductor, who 
asked the conductor of the 9:56 to Iet 
me off at my station. After I boarded 
the 9:56 and it again started, the 
train conductor told me that my sta- 
tion was a non-stop and asked who I 
was. After presenting credentials he 
said he would see what he could do, 
so, when we arrived at the station, a 
quick stop was made. It so happened 
that the superintendent of that divi- 
sion, the trainmaster and the station 
agent were all at the station. The 
train conductor introduced me to the 
superintendent, who wanted to know 
what business I had in this little town 
and, when I told him, he said: ‘Fine, 
all right, let me introduce you to our 
agent, who will drive you over to the 
shop and introduce you,’ 

“I don’t believe you can beat that 
for courtesy or service. It is no won- 
der that railroad (Southern Pacific) is 
so successful with such loyal sup- 
porters, who know how to handle the 
public. The result of the courtesies 
extended me was that I saved a day’s 
time on the trip and arrived in Chi- 
cago on scheduled time.”

President Paul Shoup to review 
aji stationery forms used by depart- 
ments other than aceounting depart~ 
ment, asks through the Bulletin that 
all employes of the Company give 
them the benefit of their suggestions 
for improvement of forms with whieh 
they are familiar. All employes are 
therefore invited to send their sug- 
gestions and ideas direct to Chairman 
of the Committee F. L. McCaffery at 
Room 420, 65 Market Street, San 
Francisco. 

In addition to Chairman McCaffery, 
the committee is composed of two 
members from executive department 
and one member each from operating, 
motive power, maintenance of way, 
freight traffic, passenger traffic and 
freight claim departments. The sta- 
tioner at San Fraticiseo and stationery 
storekeeper at West Oakland are ex- 
officio members of the committee. 
There is also a committeeman for 
each operating division who reports 
direct to chairman. 

This committee has been at work 
for about one year, It is their as- 
signed duty to: 

(a) Censor, review and suggest re- 
vision of existing forms to 
bring them up to date. 

(b) Recommend dropping forms that 
can be dispensed with. 

(c) Study proposed forms to avoid 
duplication of statistics and un- 
necessary work. 

Similar committees are at work on 
8. P. Lines in Texas and Louisiana, 
8. P. Steamship Lines, S.P.R.R. of 
Mexico and Pacific Electric Railway 
with a view to standardizing the 
forms of all these tines so that com- 
bined stocks for all lines can be print- 
ed at once, which is very much 
cheaper than printing separate stocks 
for each line.

changed from local to common stand- 
ard or standard and 485 new or tem- 
porary forms have been approved for 
permanent local use. 

Printing of a single form for gen- 
eral use has in a number of cases re- 
sulted in the saving incident to dis- 
continuing the work of preparing 
separately at various points several 
forms for thé same purpose. Reducing 
the size of forms, consolidating and 
discontinuing forms, using white in- 
stead of more expensive colored 
paper, substituting chemical for bond 
paper, and using padded forms instead 
of books has produced a considerabie 
saving. A single instance of a sub- 
stantial saving is the discontinuance 
of a linen shipping tag and the use 
in its place of a manila tag with a 
resultant saving of $600 a year. These 
savings once accomplished go on for 
all time and, even though the indi- 
vidual saving in some cases may be 
small, in the aggregate the amount 
saved in a year is considerable and it 
multiplies with each year. 

Of the thousands of forms used on 
this system probably a great many 
are subject to change, whereby exist- 
ine forms may be improved, simpli- 
fied, or discontinued by use of other 
forms. Weight, size, color and grade 
of paper; color of ink; printing on 
both sides of form; cheaper binding; 
concise titles, and necessity for print- 
ed instructions on forms are worthy 
of attention. 


One-Piece Engine Beds 
For Big Locomotives. 


A ONE-PIECE engine bed, a. new 


departure in the ‘construction 

of locomotives and one of the 
largest and most intricate -steel cas 
ings yet produced, will be appl'ed to 
each of the five 4-8-2 mountain typ? 
locomotives now under construction it 
the shops at Sacramento. 

The Southern Pacific is one of ih 
first railroads to use the new type of 
engine bed. It is one solid steel east. 
ing in length 52 feet, 214 inches; ma: 
mum depth, four feet, three and 0..e- 
half inches; and maximum width te. 
feet. 

The weight of the engine ted, com- 
plete with pedestal binders, is 40,609 
pounds. The cast steel used in tho 
engine bed contains about 0,00i8 ‘par's. 
by weight carbon, and 0.0073 paris by 
weight manganese. It requires but 
eleven minutes to pour the stce! ino 
the mold for one complete engine bed. 
This steel is poured through a special 
nozzle from a ladle containing about 
fifty tons of molten steel. 

The engine bed is the result of an 
idea developed by the Commonwealth 
Steel Company of Granite City, IIL, 
after many years of study and . re- 
search work. The five engine beds, the 
first purchased by Southern Pacific, 
were designed by the Commonwealth 
company subject to approval of the 
railroad. 

Each one of these beds, of which 
only one ts used per Jocomotive, com- 
bines in one casting, the usual maia 
frames consisting of two units, one at 
each side of the locomotive, cross 
bracing, and various other paris of the 
entire underframe of the locomotive. 
By combining these pieces all in one 
casting objectionable splices and bolts 
together with considerable fitting and 
finishing that is necessary with ordi- 
nary locomotive frames are elimin- 
ated. 

The machining of the various parts 
of this enormous casting in the Com- 
monwealth plant required such ma- 
chines as large ten-foot planers, with 
beds in excess of thirty feet long; 
specially designed slotters, cross cut 
planers built specially for certain 
difficult planing, the heads of this 
planer moving instead of the bed as 
in the usual type of planer; radial 
drills and horizontal drills in addition 
to hydraulic washing of ‘the casting. 
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One-piece engine bed, a new departure in the construction of locomotives, which ‘will ‘be applied to five 4-8-2 mountain type locomatives being built av'Sacra- 
mento shops.

HANFORD REQUIRES AUTOS TO 
STOP AT CROSSINGS 


An ordinance requiring all drivers 
to bring automobiles to a complete 
stop before crossing railroad tracks 
has been passed by the Hanford, 
Calif., city council, according to R. J. 
Clancy, assistant to general manager. 

“Tt is the belief,’ Clancy said, “that 
requiring the driver to stop will result 
in looking in both directions and mak- 
ing observations which will safeguard 
against accident if a train is ap- 
proaching. It is the further belief 
that, when required to stop, drivers 
will not approach crossing at a speed 
so high that they cannot stop before 
running into train, a condition exist- 
ing in more than one-fifth of all grade 
crossing accidents. 

“In the last eight years ending De- 
cember 81, 1925, 1,678 automobiles 
struck trains of the Southern Pacific 
instead of being struck by train, and 
197 skidded into train, resulting from 
approaching track at speed above 
braking power. of the machine.”
